To  the  1956  Graduates  of  Catawba  College, 
Dear  Friends: 

It  is  always  with  a  sense  of  regret  that  I  pen  my  last  message  to  the 
members  of  a  senior  class  soon  to  leave  this  institution.      And  yet  I  am  fully 
aware  of  the  fact  that  should  any  of  that  group  remain  with  us  after   the  normal 
time  for  their  graduation,    my  regret  would  be  far  greater.      Therefore,    not- 
withstanding your  departure,    I  rejoice  with  you  over  your  accomplishment. 
I  am  grateful  to  each  of  you  for  your  part  in  having  made  the  Catawba  College 
fellowship,    during  your  years  here,    the  vital  influence  that  it  has  been  in 
the  rich  and  wholesome  development  of  each  of  us  who  has  been  privileged 
to  have  been  a  part  of  it.      And  for  each  of  you  who  will  now  soon  face  new 
experiences  and  new  opportunities  and  new  problems,    I  can  only  hope  and 
pray  that  the  life  which  you  have  lived  here  at  college  will  serve  as  a  steadying 
influence  and  as   "a  symbol  of  (the  true)  life  and  right"  that  our  "Alma  Mater" 
comprehends. 

Please  know  that  as  you  leave  this  campus,    you  are  not  severing 
your  relationship  with  this  school  or  with  the  many  friends  which  you  have 
made  here.      You  are  rather  expanding  your  friendships  by  becoming  members 
of  that  greater  college  fellowship  known  as  "The  Catawba  College  Alumni"   -- 
a  fellowship  that  extends  not  only  throughout  this  nation  but  that  spans  the 
entire  globe.      And  so  I  say  to  you  now  not  only  "Bon  Voyage"  but  "Welcome", 
as  well.      "Welcome,    Alumni!" 

There  is  just  one  further  thought  that  I  should  like  to  leave  with  you, 
and  it  is  this.      On  your  diploma  which  represents  documentary  evidence 
that  you  have  completed  the  work  incidental  to  the  conferring  of  a  bachelor's 
degree,    you  will  note  these  words:     "Be  it  known  that  (name  of  student)  has 
fulfilled  the  requirements  of  this  institution  with  honorable  standing  in 
scholarship  and  character".      There  is  nothing  singular  about  that  certification 
with  the  exception  of  the  last  two  words.      And  whether  you  know  it  or  not, 
these  are  extraordinary!     Not  many  institutions  include  "honorable  standing 
in  character"  as  a  requirement  for  graduation,    and,    likewise,    not  many 
certify  it  on  the  diplomas  which  they  award.      Catawba  College,    however, 
has  done  this  for  many  years  because  it  believes  that  all  knowledge  and 
all  learning  are  futile  unless  they  be  accompanied  by  those  qualities  of  man- 
hood and  of  womanhood  that  reflect  sincerity,    integrity,    service  to  one's 
fellows,    and  faith  in  God. 

An  executive  of  one  of  our  nation's  largest  industries  recently  spoke 
to  a  college  graduating  class  and  had  this  to  say  in  concluding  his  address, 
and  I  quote  it  here  because  it  expresses  so  well  my  own  deepest  conviction: 

"I  hope  that  you  will  not  concentrate  exclusively  on  your  hands  and 
your  head,    important  as  they  are;  but  rather  that  you  will  remember  also 
the  supreme  dimensions  of  your  soul.      You  will  find  that  it  has  inexhaustible 
resources  for  noble  and  exalted  living  which  will  deepen  and  round  out  this 
high  adventure  you  are  about  to  undertake.      It  will  lead  you  to  the  only  real 
security  man  has  ever  found  --   spiritual  security.      It  will  help  you  to  hold 
fast  to  those  ideals  and  principles  which  go  to  make  up  a  rich  life. 

You  have  a  long  head  start  toward  a  life  of  service  and  accomplishment. 
Live  it  well !  "

CATAWBA   HAS   SUCCESSFUL   SEASON 

The  Catawba  College  Indians  closed  their  195  5  football  season  with  a  good 
record,  in  spite  of  an  unhappy  Thanksgiving  Day  game  for  the  Conference  Cham- 
pionship,  and  ended  up  having  several   men   recognized   for  honors. 

The  Williamson  Rating  System  of  Houston.  Texas.  National  Football  Rating 
firm,  ranked  the  Indians  159th  in  556  colleges  and  universities  in  the  nation.  No 
other  college  the  size  of  Catawba,  except  the  undefeated  Lenoir  Rhyne  Bears,  in 
the  Southeast  ranked  close  to  the  Indians. 

In  playing  the  roughest  schedule  of  any  team  in  the  North  State  Conference,  the 
Indians  ran  up  a  total  of  142  points  in  securing  a  six  wins  and  four  losses  record. 
The  Tribe  stopped  some  of  the  finest  small  college  elevens  in  the  two  Carolinas,  using 
a  group  of  green  recruits  rounded  into  a  working  machine,  spearheaded  by  some  of 
the  finest  ball   players  in   the  Conference.

He  played  two 
years  of  service  ball  at  Camp  Polk,  La.,  and 
Fort  Riley,  Kansas.  He  has  the  potential  at 
becoming  one  of  the  greatest  lineman  ever 
produced  by  Catawba  and  should  be  a  main- 
stay  for  the  next  three  years. 

Les  Swanner.  a  senior  from  Albemarle, 
N.  C.  led  the  Indians,  as  co-captain,  to  their 
most  successful  season  in  recent  years.  Les 
was    considered    "Catawba's    workhorse"    as 


he  sparked  the  team  on  many  occasions  with 
his  fine  play  and  determination  to  win.  De- 
spite a  severe  injury,  ne  returned  to  the  line- 
up to  complete  the  season  and  his  football 
career  at  Catawba.

Dick  Cassels,  a  junior,  came  to  Catawba 
this  year  with  a  very  impressive  football 
record  behind  him.

From  the  results  of  the  opening  game  of  the  season  with  Davidson  Col- 
lege, the  outlook  for  the  Tribe  was  dim,  because  the  26-0  drubbing  showed 
the  looseness  of  the  Catawba  squad. 

The  following  week,  Coach  Biggers  ironed  out  a  lot  of  mistakes  and 
weaknesses  and  took  a  fired-up  eleven  to  do  battle  with  the  Newberry  Indians 
and  brought  home  a  12-6  victory  despite  being  two-touchdown  underdogs. 

The  Indians  continued  their  winning  steak  by  blasting  Eastern  Carolina 
13-6,  before  being  stopped  by  Western  Carolina,  20-6,  a  game  which  West 
forfeited  to  Catawba  because  of  the  use  of  an  ineligible  man.  A  game  won 
on  a  freak  pass  reception  found  the  Indians  dropped  by  the  Appalachian 
Mountaineers.  21-19.  The  Elon  Christians  ran  into  a  mad  bunch  of  Indians 
and  received  a  19-0  scalping  at  the  hands  of  Coach  Bigger's  men.  The  Blue 
Hose  of  Presbyterian  inched  by  the  Indians  20-13.  in  a  hard  fought  game 
which  saw  the  Indians  hurt  by  several  quick  whistles  and  numerous  injuries. 
The  Wofford  Terriers  fell  in  the  path  of  the  on-charging  Indians  and  took 
a  20-6  smashing  in  a  game  star-studded  by  Catawba's  second  string  men. 
Guilford  College  met  a  similar  fate  when  the  Indians  sent  them  to  the  showers 
with    a    3  3-20    defeat    on    their    shoulders. 

In  a  game  which  was  played  for  the  Conference  Championship,  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  Bears  defeated  the  Indians  34-7  to  remain  undefeated  in  Conference 
play.  A  jittery  Catawba  squad  fumbled  away  an  opportunity  to  tie  the  Bears 
for  the  Conference  Crown. 

In  winning  six  games  against  four  defeats  the  Tribe  had  what  could  be 
described  as  a  "rags  to  riches"  season  because  past-season  ratings  found  them 
in  second  place  in  the  North  State  Conference — a  come  back  that  should  be 
highly  commended.
